AMB. SCALI WARNED YUGOSLAV AMB. PETRIC AT WORKING LUNCH MAY 27 
THAT ANY RESOLUTION AT THE LIMA NAC MEETING IN AUGUST TO EXPEL 
OR SUSPEND ISRAEL FROM THE UN WOULD BE EXTREMELY UNWISE, BECAUSE 
IF IT LED TO SUCH ACTION AT THE GA, THE EFFECT IN THE US WOULD BE 
EXPLOSIVE. PETRIC SAID YUGOSLAVIA IS NOT AMONG THOSE MEMBERS 
OF THE NON-ALIGNED GROUP WHO FAVOR SUCH EXTREME ACTION. HE 
INSISTED, HOWEVER, THAT ISRAEL MUST TAKE SOME CONCILIATORY STEP 
BETWEEN NOW AND AUGUST, AND FAILING THIS PETRIC STRONGLY IMPLIED 
THE LIMA MEETING WOULD RECOMMEND EXPULSION OR SUSPENSION AND 
YUGOSLAVIA WOULD HAVE NO CHOICE BUT TO GO ALONG WITH IT. SCALI 
SAID IT IS UNREASONABLE TO EXPECT SOME MOVE BY ISRAEL IN 
SUCH SHORT PERIOD, AND AGAIN CAUTIONED PETRIC TO BEAR IN 
MIND THE GRAVE CONSEQUENCES OF NON-ALIGNED MOVE TO DENY 
ISRAEL A VOICE IN THE UN. 
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
